Halden Reactor 
Delivers Steam 
To Industry 

Norwegian Atomic Institute’s ex¬ 
perimental reactor at Halden, for 
the first time since it began oper¬ 
ations in June, 1959, has delivered 
steam to the pulp and paper plant 
of Saugbrugsforeningen. Regular 
steam deliveries will start soon. 

The world’s only heavy boiling 
of an international reseach program 
water reactor, Halden is the object 
which, under a new 3-year agree¬ 
ment signed in Oslo last fall, will 
cost about Kr. 25 million. The pro¬ 
duction of steam is a bi-product of 
the extensive research program. 
With a maximum effect of 20,000 
kw, the reactor can produce 25 tons 
of steam per hour, maintaining a 
temperature of 180 Centigrades at a 
pressure of 10 atmospheres. 

United Kingdom Atomic Energy 
Authority recently announced its in¬ 
tention of joining the new research 
program at Halden, which is spon- 
sred by OECD’s European Nuclear 
Energy Agency. (See also “News of

In Norway which, as previously 
indicated, (consists of 12 milli on 
mountains, getting around is rather 
difficult. If you go by train, your 
view is somewhat hampered by the 
fact that you are always running 
through tunnels and only see day¬ 
light when you have to draw your 
breath. In the winter all trains and 
busses are snowed under and you 
travel on skis instead. Norwegians 
love skiing and they do it very 
well. If you should come across a 
guy with a broken arm and a 
sprained ankle in the snow at the 
foot of the mountain, he will in¬ 
variably turn out to be a Dane. 

In Sweden with its vast distances, 
you always travel by sleeper. As 
a result, no Swede has any idea of 
what his country really looks like, 
unless his grandfather, who lived 
in pre-railroad times, happens to 
have told him. Getting on and off 
the Stockholm buses is a continuous 
process, which means that every 
time three passengers get on at the 
rear, a similar number is pushed 
off at the front. Yes, no getting 
away from the fact the Scandinav¬ 
ians are different, and they are 
proud of it. 

One of the highlights of the win¬ 
ter season in Scandinavia is Christ¬ 
mas, and in Denmark they claim 
to posses the real know-how, even 
if they don’t have any snow. The 
Danes just love Chistmas. It starts 
as early as October, when the pa¬ 
pers bring their notices about ti 
being high time to send your Christ¬ 
mas Mail to Alaska, China and Can¬ 
ada, if you want it to get there on 
time. 

This forewarning will invariably 
make the Dane exclaim in mingled 
surprize and joyful expectation. 
“Funny, only three months till 
Christmas now.” But Christmas 
Eve is without any doubt the busi¬ 
est day in the year for the Danish 
housewife. All Danes have goose for 
dinner Christmas Eve (although 
people who don’t like goose may 
eat duck, and people who don’t like 
duck may eat roast pork). No oth¬ 
er form for Christmas is known. 
And beside watchig the goose in the 
oven, she has a thousand other 
things to do. 

The Danish husband has a much 
easier time of it. He merely has 
to see that a “Juleneg” is hung 
out for the birds. A “Juleneg” is 
a sheaf of oats hung up in a tree 
so that the little feathered friends 
of the garden may know that it is 
Christmas too. Apart from that, he 
only has to knock a Christmas tree 
stand together in his workshop. 

Now you can buy an excellent 
tree stand with your Christmas tree 
for a very small extra charge; but 
you wouldn’t think of doing that! 
Here at last is an item where you 
can save money, and therefore the 
man of the house makes his own 
tree stand, even if it takes him the 
better part of the day, and the 


The children have an even harder 
time sitting still, and father can’t 
help thinking about all the money 
Christmas is costing him, nor can 
he quite forget the unsuccessful 
Christmas tree stand. The minister 
is aware of his responsibility. Hun¬ 
dreds of brown geese are at stake 
and he makes his sermon a short 
one. Then everybody hurries home 
and stuff themselves with risengrod, 
which is a sort of rice pudding. 

With this once-a-year dish, every¬ 
body drinks Christmas Beer, which 
is black and non-alcoholic. Next 
comes the goose and, being the 
head of the house, father has to 
carve it. This atttempt is a dread¬ 
ful sight, due to the fact that the 
Danish husband hasn’t got a clue 
about how to prepare food; he only 
knows how to stuff himself!

After dinner the candles on the 
Christmas tree are lit. The tree 
has been decorated with garlands 
of red and white Danish flags, 
hearts made of glazed paper and 
filled with Christmas candy, crack¬ 
ers and Christmas bells. Thrilled 
at the sight of all the many candles, 
you sing while you all hold hands 
and walk around the tree.
